Secretary Ballinger Dir Directs Auction of 
Part of Reclaimed Tract in 
Wew Mexico, |

Secretary of the Interior Ballinger has di- 
rected the sale of surplus lands, under the 
8 N. M.. project of the national reo- 

tion service, and the secretary of the 

— Users’ association hes set Aug. 24 as 
the date for the sale to commence. 

‘This will be the first sale of surplus land 
under the reclamation act of-June 17, 1902, 
which provides that no individual shall re- 
ceive water from the government construct- 
ed canals for more than 160 acres, and the 
agreement entered into by the land ‘holders 
requires them to dispose of their holdings in 
excess of 160 acres as soon after the comple- 
tion of the project as possible. : 

There are about 8,000 acres of surplus land 
in the Carlsbad’ project which willbe sold 
at public auction under the provision. These 
‘lands are all situated in the lower Pecos Val- 
ley of New Mexico. 

The soil has been surveyed and platted by 
the bureau of soils, and they pronounced 
it of unusual fertility. Much of this section 
has been cultivated for years and its value 
for apples, peaches, grapes, small fruit. al- 
falfa, corn, cotton, and grain has been dem- 
onstrated. 

N history ot Agriculture in the Pecos val- 

ey begins with the work of John Chisholm, 
py in 1878, acquired 7.500 acres of land on 
the South Spring river and, by means of a 
crude diversion dam, turned the water of the 
valley on to the soil and began culti. 
vation. He planted shade trees and or- 
chards and fields of grain, which prospered 
and produced prolifically. Others followed 
his example and the prosperity of the valley 
Was certain. But the primitive dams were 
not strong enough to resist the floods, and 
often the fields were without water at crit4 
ical times. 

After years of fruitless effort on the part 
of local capital, the United States reclama- 
tion service was appealed to, and the work 
of mastering the river was undertaken. This 
work is now complete, and ite permanence is 
assured.

EXPECT END OF TWO STRIKES. 


New Yorkers Believe Cloak and Suit 
Makers’ Troubles Will Be Settled 
When Business Picks Up. 


New York, July 17.—{Special -The infiu- 
ence of the strikes of cloak and suit makers 
ie spreading through the fabric markets. 

Stocke of goods for cutters are not large 
or pressing, however, and the buying of 
these factors has been conservative for sev- 
eral months. It would seem as if the trou- 
ble had been prepared for. The current opin- 
ion is that a settlement will be arrived at 
quickly as soon as general business takes a 
turn for the better. 

That the continuation of the strike will in- 
flict a severe blow upon the cloak manufac- 
turing industry in New York is becoming 
apparent. The present time is the crucial 
ome in the cloak trade, and the blow could 
not have fallen at a more damaging moment. 
Buyers from all over the country began to 
arrive about July 10.. More than 1,100 have 
come in since that date, and it ig stated that 
fully 10 per cent have left for other cities, 
while the others are rapidly going. 

If the strike laste two weeks longer, it is 
bald, it means the wiping out of the cloak 
business in New York for the season and 
the consequent loss of millions, the loss fall- 
ing not alone upon the manufacturers but 
being felt throughout all the ramifications of 
a trade in which a billion dollars is invested. 
It is feared that a result similar to that which 
followed the New York strike in 1802, which 
lei to the beginning of the cloak business in 
Cleveland, will happen. It is found that when 
business is diverted in this way much of the 
loss is never recovered. 


MILLS ARE RESUMING WORK. 


Most of Those Which Shut Down on the 
Fourth Begin Operations on 
Five Day a Week Basis. 


Fall River, Mass., July 17.—[S6peciai.j— 
Most of the mille which shut don two 
weeks in connection with the national 
holiday resumed operations last week on a 
five day a week basis. The seven big milis 


of the Borden group were idle last week, in 
accordance with the curtailment schedule 


under which they are being operated only 
in alternate weeks. 

The American and Algonquin printing 
plants continue their shut-down. The less- 
ening of production two weeks ago Was a 
strong move in preventing accumulation of 
goods in the storehouses.

CAUTION WATCHWORD IN WEST. 


Uncertainty About Crops Has Made 
Bankers and Business Men 
Conservative, 


Kansas City, Mo., July 17.—[Special.]—Un- 
certainty about the crops has made bankers 
and business men conservative. The tenden- 
cy is not without its exceptions, but, rang- 
ing as it does in general through the. whole 
list of business interests In the agricultural 
states, it has its effect and it is a result much 
to be desired at this time.

They Display Remarkable Resistance to 
é‘ Downward Tendencies, Says 
Bradstreet’s, |

Commodity prices, speaking of them as a 
whole, display remarkable resistance to 
downward tendencies, says Bradstreet’s. De- 
creases over a month’s time are numerous, 
but on the other hand increases have been 
sufficiently large in. individual instances to 
cause the level to ascend.
